S 1R. T. F. BUXTON'S LETTER TO 
MR. GURLEY. 

We have the pleasure of laying before onr 
readers the interesting letter of Mr. Buxton to 
the Secre ary of the American Colonization So- 
tiety, who is now in England. It will be re¬ 
collected that on the receipt of Mr. Buxton’s 
work in this country, Mr. Gurley was in ecsta- 
fies, and that the coloni2ationists, generally, 
labored to prove an identification between the 
lJBC jpies ol the Colonization Society and the 
African Civilization Society. Mr. Gurley made 
his way to England, sanguinely hoping that he 
jhould be able to attach to his Society, not only 
||r. Buxton, but leading philanthropists in that 
country. We have long been advised of his 
failure. From the beginning we have expound¬ 
ed Mr. Buxton’s principles according to his own 
exposition of them in the letter now published. 
The editors of the Sew York Observer, who, 
by the way, differ Iroin Mr. Gurley in some res 
peels, on llie subject of Colonization, in copy¬ 
ing a portion of the letter of Mr. Buxton, utter, 
as we conceive, very strange language in view 
of the facts in the ease. \Ve make an extract 
or two, to enable our readers to judge how far 
they prove their consistency, or demonstrate the 
identity of the principles and objects of the two 
Societies. The Observer says:— 

“This letter confirms the statements we have 
often made on the subject, and dembnstiates sat¬ 
isfactorily that the objects of Mr. Buxton’s Civ¬ 
ilization Society and of the American Coloni 
zalion Society are so similar that they should 
cooperate harmoniously,” Mr. Buxton frank¬ 
ly “remarks that his objection lies, not so much 
against the principles of the Colonization So¬ 
ciety, as against the principles promulgated j 
the speeches and writings of its advocates.

From Sir Tno max Euwcll Buxton, Baronet, 
to the Rev. It. R. Gurley, Secretary to the 
American Colonization Society. 

Sir: —It is with real reluciance that I address 
you upon the subject of those plans for the Afri¬ 
can race which you so ably and (I doubt 
bom a conviction of their excellence) so zeal¬ 
ously advocate, but on which I find myselfcoi 
pellcd to differ from you. Some observatio 
which have appeared in certain late Arneriel 
publications, as well as your letler of the 5th 
Sept., seem to leave me no plea for silence, 
»ince it would be unfaithful to my views of truth, 
*nd unfair to you, were I to withhold a renewed 
expression of my sentiments with regard to the 
American Colonization Society. 

Before I enter upon it, however, let me thank 
von for the very friendly mention (far too Hat- 
bring indeed) which yon have made of me per- 
•anally, and let me again assure you, that the 
difference of our opinions cannot alter my esti- 
D;ile of the sincerity of your desires for the 
good of Africa. 

Mv opinion of the tendency of the American 
Colonization Society was, as you are aware, 
Publicly given some years ago; my attention at 
“>*t lime was wholly directed to the question of 
rusting negro slavery. The principles of eman- 
“pation were then progressing in our land, they 
* efe dawning in yours, and, believing the Coi- 
Rbxation Society to be practically, if not theo- 
etically, an impediment to them, 1 joined with 
ume of the most tried and expenenced Eugli.li 
|Mitionists in expressing my dissent. Since 
bn the question nf negro slavery having been,

,0 ? e close and accurate study has altered, or I 
erhaps, I should rather say, enlarged my opin- 
j'ts upon it, and upon the methods to be eni- 
- . for iu eradication. I can no longer bc- 
eve m the efficacy of external force, I can no 
' n ger rest contested to abide the slow progres- 
ou of the principles of justice throughout the 
orld. Persuaded as I am that the slave-trade 
« great a loss of wealth to the African as it 
a present gain to the European, 1 now think 
»‘«he opening of the eyes of 1 he former to 


to excite the spirit of commerce. But, beyond 
the attainment of this object, 1 have no ulte.ript 
views; it is no part of my plan to extend the 
British Empire, or to encourage emigration to 
Africa, excepting so far as may be requisite for 
the benefit of that country. 

This is the distinct character and object of | 
our society. Your objects, as I understand 
them, profess to be, primarily, to abolish slavery 
in the United States by gradually moving yotir 
whole black population to Africa,* and, second¬ 
ly, to benefit Africa, and check the slave-trade, 
by establishing colonies of emancipated negroes 
along her coasts. 

Our professed objects, therefore, though akin, 
are not the same; the field of your operation is 
primarily America, that of ours Africa. But 
you will say that since your society collaterally 
aims at the same end as ours, we ought to give 
yours that support of name and influence 
which you are pleased to attach some import¬ 
ance. We cannot do this; but I will in a can¬ 
did and friendly spirit state to you the reasons. 
But I must premise that I am not prepared 
say that Liberia, constituted as it is, may not 
have been the means of spreading civilization, 
and thereby diminishing the slave trade in Afri¬ 
ca, and so far as the colony has this effect, it 
has my good wishes that it may continue to 
prosper. But even as regards Africa, there 
a wide difference in our views. We wish 
send to Africa but few persons, and these in tl 
character of teachers,—we wish them to be dif¬ 
fused as a leaven amongst her people, not to form 
colonies for their own advantage. It is my anx- 
wish to send to Africa none but those who 
ictualcfd by an ardent desire for her improve- 
1, and on whose moral and religious prin¬ 
ciples we can rely. 

The purpose of your association is to collect 
•oloretl people for emigration to Africa, with- 
nit, if I atn not mistaken, insisting on any very 
ipccial regard to character or ability. When, 
however, we come to the American part of the 
question, l fear we shall be found to differ much 
more widely. There is nothing in your Insti¬ 
tution, abstractedly considered, to which 1 can 
object. If the free colored people desire to emi¬ 
grate from their native soil and to settle else- 
here, I can see no reason why you should not 
form a society to aid them'in so doing; ami far¬ 
ther if they be ignorant of the benefit of such 
emigration, I c an see no objection to your en¬ 
lightening them as to its advantages. If confined 
to such aid ami persuasion, your Society would 
at least he harmless and probably beneficial. 
My objection, then, lies not so much against the 
principles o the Colonization Society, as set 
forth by the letter of its Constitution, as against 
those which I find promulgated in the speeches 
ami writings of its advocates, and against wliar 
I believe to be the practical tendency of the In 
stimtioti itself. I hardly need tell you that 1 
am, in the fullest sense of the term, an “Imme¬ 
diate Abolitionist,” that I conscientiously be¬ 
lieve that in,m can have no right to property in 
I man, ami that the restoration to freedom can in 
any country be effected without permanent in¬ 
jury to either party, and greatly to the eventual 
benefit, of both master and slave. With this 
confession of my faith on this subject, how can 
I be expected to unite with a Society, which, by 
tbe mouth of its best advocates and in almost I 
all of its public declarations, if it does not justi¬ 
fy, vet palliates the iniquity of slavery? which, I 
allowing the system to be an evil, soothes tlie 
conscience ol the slave-owner by maintaining 
be a necessary evil, obstructs the efforts 0! 
the Abolitionists by declaring immediate aboli¬ 
tion to be impossible, which diverts attention 
from the great principles of truth on the subject, 
ami, by holding out a hope of emancipation, 
whieh loo obviously will take centuries to real 
ize, tends practically to rivet the fetters of the 
slave! Further, I am of opinion that the strong 
line of demarcation attempted to bo drawn be¬ 
tween whites ami blacks is unjust, and not ac¬ 
cordant with the Apostle’s declaration that God 
hath made of one blood all nations of men!” 
low can I then support a Society which ac¬ 
knowledges, excuses, and fosters this spirit of 


cy. I am persuaded, the^fore, that the line of 
expediency adopted by the Colonization Socie¬ 
ty, though it may now appear to be the easiest, 
will not, in the end, be found either so safe or 
so. short a way out of the difficulties of the case 
as the direct road of strict equity. 

And here, Sir, allow me to express mv hope, 
that since you possess unusnal opportunities of] 
conveying information to your fellow-country¬ 
men, having the ear of the South as well as of 
the North, yon may be disposed to acquaint 
yourself very accurately with file results of our 
experiment of emancipation for their benefit. 
You are, I am persuaded, no advocate for the 
vested right of man in the blood and sinews of J 
his fellow man. You have repeatedly acknow¬ 
ledged that you are adverse to immediate abo¬ 
lition, only because you fear it would be a 
source of anarchy, and would entail misery on 
the negro himself, not because it might, for 
time, involve a pecuniary loss to the master, 
et me, then, entreat yon to look at the actual 
condition of our West India Islands; there you 
will find the utmost social order < ml political 
tranquillity, and a peasantry' as peaceful and, 
probably, as moral as any in the world. When 
you shall have convinced yourself of these facts, j 
I do you the justice to believe no arguments of ( 
mine will be needed to Induce you to employ 
your talents and influence in bringing them 
home to the minds of your countrymen. 

Before I Conclude, let me express my cordial 
concurrence in the hope “that in Africa,” as wc 
have similar, though not identical, objects, 
“there will he mutual kindness and eo-opera- 
tion,” and let me assure you, that I do not, by 
means, underrate the aid of the American 
public. I still look for the assistance of all foes 
to the slave trade, however we may differ 
our views on any other points. Accept my 
thanks for the libera! manner in which you have 
imparted the results of y'onr experience i 
lAfrica^and believe me, with sincere respect,

DU. MADDEN-BIRNEY—CHIEF JUSTICE TANEY 

AND THE AMISTAD CASE. 

We learn from the Dublin Monitor, of the 
29 di of October last, that Birney ami other ab- 
f olilioiiists from this country were then agitating 
the question of negro emancipation before the 
unemancipated and half-starved people of Ire¬ 
land; or rather, before their oppressors, for only j 
a few persons, and they the wealthy ’ 

j attendance. 

We are not sttrpiised at the course of these] 
traducers and betrayers of this country, nor are 
we sttprised that the people of Ireland should 
not be in attendance. They no doubt would 
be glad to see charily begin at home—like to 
be emancipated themselves, before giving them¬ 
selves trouble about the laboring classes in oth¬ 
er countries. They no doubt would be glad to 
exchange their ragged, half-fed, and at present 
miserable condition, for one where their labor 
would command good clothing and wholesome 
food in abundance. Meal ami bread three times 
a day, and well clad in addition, which the 
American laboring population almost universal¬ 
ly get, is probably much belter fare than the 
mass of the Irish people receive from their ty 
rants; and therefore we are not surprised to set 
that the meeting in Dublin was but thinly alien 
ded; attended only by that class whose elastic 
chanty, overlooking objects of suffering near at 
hand, can bound across an ocean in search of] 
objects for its exercise. But we are surprised, 
nay more, we are astounded at the free use 
made of the name and character of Chief Justice 
Taney, by the traducer Birney, before that 
meeting, in relation to the ease o'f the Amistad 
murderers, yet to be adjudicated, it seems before 
supreme Court of the United States. 

Dr. Madden, the Englishman who busied 
himself so much in the trial in Connecticut, is 
reported, in Dublin Monitor, to have addressed 
the meeting, “and in the course of his speech 
referred to the case of a number of negroes 
who had been kidnapped some time since in the 
Spanish colonies, and who were put on board 
of a ship with a view of being sold as slaves to 
the Americans-, but who rose against the crew of 
the vessel and murdered them.” For this thev 
were tried before a district judge in America, 
Where the Doctor appeared to give evidence i 
them favor, but the judge, an Irishman—and .

Wc feel confident that Justice Taney, in the

highest judicial tribunals. It is here plain to be 
seen, that if, in an endeavor to gain his freedom, 
a black nun murder a while one, they would 
screen the culprit from public detestation, apol¬ 
ogize for the crime, and exult in the corruption 
which would induce a judge opposed to slavery 
to consult his feeling and acquit the murderer.

Without attempting formally to refule the 
slanderous imputations and 'insinuations made

Columbus, O., Jan. 20, 1841. 

At the appointed time, Wednesday, Jamtar 
20th, 1841, 11 A. M., the meeting convened 
in the U. S. Court-room, and was called to or¬ 
der by A. A. Guthrie of Muskingum. 

Col. Robert Stewart of Ross, was elected 
President, and read the call for (lie Convention. 

It was then proposed and agreed to, that a 
season of silence should be observed at the open¬ 
ing of each meeting, ami that any person who 
felt inclined might lead in prayer. 

Prayer was offered by Win. H. Dickey. 

The following officers were then elected. 

Vice Presidents, — Milo D. Pettibone of Del- 
ware, Levi Whipple of Muskingum, Dyer Bur¬ 
gess of Adams, J. II. Purdy of Greene, and 
J. Keep of Richland. 

Secretaries, ~=A. A. Guthrie and A Brooke. 

A CommittJc on Enrollment was then 
pointed by the Chair, in pursuance of a vote of j 
the Convention, consisting of B. B. Davis, H. 
S. Gilmore, Jas. A. Whim, and R. McMurdy, 
wl.o enrolled the names of 208 delegates 
On motion, 

Resolved, That the President do now appoint 
a committee to prepare business for the Conven¬ 
tion; whereupon, 

T. E. Thomas. J. A. Sltedd, C. Burnett, J. 
A. Dttgdale, E. Weed, R. Hanna, C. Meriam. 
J. B. Malian, and G. W. Ells, were appointed 
said Committee. 

A Committee on Finance was voted to be 
raised, and 

A. D. Barber, T. Donaldson, A. F. (Ianna, 
J. Boyle, and A. Allen, wete placed thereon. 

The following resolution was then offered, 
discussed, and the several amendments proposed 
to it having been withdrawn, it passed in its 
original form; to wit, 

Resolved, That all persons who hold to the 
doctrine of immediate emancipation as advo¬ 
cated by Abolitionists generally, are invited to 
take seats in this Convention. 

The following CoiAmittee was then appoint- 
ed by the Convention to seek a latger building 
for its use during the subsequent sittings.

The Convention then took a recess till half!

.dfleraoon Session. 

Convention called to order by Mr. Pettibone, 
Vice President. 

The Business Committee then offered the fol¬ 
lowing rule for the government of the Conven- 

Resolved, That no member be permitted to 
■peak more than twenty minutes at one time or 
more than twice upon the same question, with¬ 
out leave of the Convention;—which was 
adopted. 

The same Committee then offered the fol¬ 
lowing series,— 

1. Resolved, That the objects of abolition 
societies are the abolition of slavery in the U. S., 
and throughout the world, and the moral and 
intellectual elevation of the free colored people. ! 

2. Resolved, That the only means by which 
they ought to attempt the accomplishment of 
this object, so far as the slaveholding slates are 
concerned, is the presentation of facts and argu¬ 
ments and appeals, calculated to enlighten the 
public mind, convince it of the great evil of sla¬ 
very, anti the duly and safely of immediate 
emancipation, and lead the proper authorities 
therein peacefully to.terminate slavery. 

3. Resolved, That slavery, to a certain ex¬ 
tent exists under the jurisdiction of the Federal 
Government; that it has used anil now uses the 
powers of this government to extend its domi¬ 
nation and advance its interests, at the expense 
of the interests of free labor; that it has invaded 
the Federal Constitution and violated some of 
the most precious rights of the people of this 
Union; that it has operated most injuriously 
upon the legislation and politi.es of the free states, 
and on the domcstic and foreign policy of the 
iiation. 

4. Resolved, That the object of political an¬ 
ti-slavery action is to abolish slavery wherever 
it exists under the exclusive jurisdiction of| 
Congress, and to prevent its further extension 
by resisting the application of any new slave 
slate for admission into the Union; to rescue the 
Federal Government from the encroachments 
and control of the slave power, and the legisla¬ 
tion and polities of the free slates from its influ¬ 
ence; in a word, to make the principle of equal¬ 
ity of rights and the interests of free labor the 
controlling elements in the action of the Gener¬ 
al and our own State government. 

5. Resolved, That our fathers spoke the truth 
and meant what they said, when they declared, 
that ball men are created equal,” and “are en¬ 
dowed by their Creator with certain inalienable 
rights,” amongst which “are life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness.” 

6. Resolved, That we honor the memory of 
the framers of the Constitution of this slate, 
for the grand.declarauon incorporated in that in¬ 
strument, "that all men are born equally free 


and independent, and have certain natural, in 
herent and unalienable rights.” 

7. Resolved, That it is the solemn duly o. 
the anti-slavery men of all parties, to lay the 
foundation of all their politics, in a sacred re¬ 
gard to these great principles. 

8. Resolvrd, That these principles, in their 
impartial application to all men and all interests, 
are the true democratic principles; and that any 
party, by whatsoever name called, ivhic.lt at¬ 
tempts to limit or falsify them, is recreant to 

democracy, violates 'the spirit of onr con¬ 
stitution, and ought to be abandoned by every 
patriotic citizen. 

Resolved, That we will not support for 
office any candidate, who does not hold these 
principles in sincerity, and 
such anti-slavery action as 
4th resolution. 

10. Resolved, That it be recommended to the 
voting anti-slavery citizens of Ohio, to adopt 
the policy of previous independent nominations 
in all cases, where they are nut perfectly assured 
that men in whom they can confide, will be pre 
sented by one or both of- the existing political 
parties. 

11. Resolved, That anti-slavery men should 
select such candidates only, as are of correct 
moral character, good report, and sound under¬ 
standing. 

And whereas, our object is not the honor 
emolument of office, but the triumph of our 
principles; % 

12. Therefore, Resolved, Thai should one 
or both of the political parlies, subsequently to 
the independent anti-slavery nominations, pre¬ 
sent such candidates as abolitionists can fully 
confide in, we recommend to the anti-slavery 
voters the withdrawal of their candidates, un¬ 
less indeed there should be a prospect of elect¬ 
ing them. 

These resolutions were received by the Con¬ 
vention, which proceeded to the discussion of | 
them separately- The first, after being 
amended to read as it stands recorded, was 
idopted. The second was then adopted with¬ 
out debate. The third was discussed at length, 
by Messrs. T. E. Thomas, Burgess, Morris, 
Weed, when it was laid on the table. 

I'he Committee appointed to procure a more 
suitable building for the use of the Convention, 
reported in part, and were continued, to report 
ore fully hereafter. 

Convention then adjourned till 7 P. M. 

Evening Session. 
Convention came to order at the call of the 
President. Prayer, by E. Weed. 

At the request of the Convention, T. E. Tho- 
nas delivered an address of great power, on the 
uhjecl of slavery and the state of public sen¬ 
timent in reference to it, prior to the adoption 
of the federal constitution. Voted, that Mr. 
Thomas be requested to prepare a copy of his 
address, including the documents quoted in sup¬ 
port of his argument, and forward it to Dr. 
Bailey, to be published as a tract. 

The Committee to obtain a more suitable 
building, reported that they have endeavored to 
obtain the use of several of the meeting houses in 
the city, without success—with the reasons why 
they were not granted. 

Voted, that the Committee he discharged from 
further attention to the subject, and that the 
written reqne-t which they had preferred to the 
different church authorities, he placed in the 
hands of tile Ex. Com. of the 0. A. S. Society. 
Convention adjourned till half past 9 A. M, 
Thursday 21 st, Morning Session. 

The Convention came to order at the call of 
the Ptesident. Prayer, by J. Keep. 

Several letters from absent friends were read, 
Itich were voted to be placed at the disposal of 
the Ex. Com. of the 0. A. S. Society. 

Mr. Barber, from the Finance Committee, of-

Com. of the O. A. S. Society, and 
of the increasing demand for anti-slavery lec¬ 
tures and publications, an effort now be made 
to relieve that Committee from their pecuniary 
embarrassments, and enable them to enlarge 
their anti-slavery operations. 

Resolved, That it be recommended to the 
members of this Convention, on their return to 
their respective places of abode, to use vigorous 
fforls to raise funds, and to redeem pledges al¬ 
ready made, and to forward the same without 
delay to the Treasurer of the 0. A. S. Society. 

A collection was then taken, and the sum of j 
$214 36 received, a part of which was for the 
Pliilanihtopist, and pledge? to the amount of 
$106 given. 

The following resolution was then offered by 
Mr. Thomas, and adopted. 

Resolved, That we neither approve nor con¬ 
demn at the present time, the nomination or sup¬

MOB AT DAYTON. 

Tlte Cincinnati Delegation, on their return 
from the State Convention, at Columbus, slop- 
|ped at Dayton, Saturday afternoon, with the in¬ 
tention of spending the Sabbath there. An ap¬ 
pointment was made for ex-Senalor Morris, one 
of their number, to deliver an anti-slavery ad¬ 
dress in the evening, at the Court House. Attend¬ 
ing at the hour, they found the house filled with 
disorderly rabble, well furnished with all sorts 
of missiles, and resolved on violence. The 
special object of their vengeance seemed to 
be Mr. Morris. Numerous inquiries were made 
for him, and fearful threats uttered. A 
lecture was out of the question, and Mr. MorJ 
t and his (riends retired. 

The mob then gathered about the house of 
Dr. Jewett, designing, it is supposed, to destroy 
the cars. One of them, however, was out of 
their reach. The other was brought out by the 
driver and the horses were put to, but as he 
about to mount that he might drive it to a 
place of security, a volley of stones was dis¬ 
charged with great violence, knocking him down 
and bruising the horses. At the same time, 
frightened by the yells of the rabble, the terrified 
animals started with the car, and, ran off several 
miles on the turnpike, thus saving themselves 
and it from the fury of the mob. A friend who 
had gone in pursuit of them, came up 
just as their speed had been slackened by the 
lines getting entangled with the axle-tree, and 
took them to a place of safety. The driver in 
the meantime had crawled into a house hard by, 
the owner of which generously defended him 
against his cowardly assailants. 

Sunday, the monthly concert of prayer for 
the slave on the following Monday night was 
announced. Our friends left on Monday morn¬ 
ing, but the mob again assembled at Dr Jevv- 
tlie evening, intending to break up the 
prayer meeting. An extract of a letter from a 
respectable citizen of Dayton will tell this part 
of the story, and show the spirit of abolition- 
s in this storm of persecution. 

Our monthly concert of prayer was held last 
night at Dr. Jewett’s, in pursuance of notices 
read on Sabbath in two of the largest churches. 
The mob affected to consider it a challenge, and 
all day yesterday, were summoning their forces. 
They threatened lo tear down the Dr.’s house. 
The Mayor was called upon to keep order. He 
accordingly assembled the police officers, and 
protected the house and citizens from harm du¬ 
ring the continuance of the meetiug. And a 
glorious meeting we had. Our tongues were 
we opened our mouths wide for the 
dumb; the spirit of the Lord was evidently upon 
us. Soon after the close of the meeting the 
mayor retired, thus committing a signal error. 
The mob soon returned, and with clubs and 
stones beat in the windows of Dr. Jewett’s shop, 
and broke several medicine bottles. They then 
went to a short distance to a shop rented by 
colored man, owned by Mr. Brown, president 
of an anti-slavery society, beat in the doors and 


This was dated, Tuesday, January 26th. In 
the same letter he wrote, that abolitionists 
openly threatened, and one of them had been 
mobbed in the market place. Law had lost its 
power. On the following day, he wrote— 

“Last night, the Dr.’s (Jewett’s) house was 
searched by some of the mob, accompanied by 
some of the officers, in order to find the colored 
man who killed Me’ Cleary, but of course none 
was found. The Dr. was absent on business. 

Mrs. Jewett met them at the door, and behaved 
with great wisdom and presence of mind. We 
rested quietly, but the mob were at work and 
burnt the house of the colored man, where the 
fracas took place, and collected round Dr. Jew- 
house, while the search was going on, with 
the intention of destroying it, as was fully be¬ 
lieved, but were prevented by the interfer-1 ? or ? ler cotton factories.

Three colored men, it is said, were arrested, 
but the letter informs us,.that “even the mob do 
not consider these very guilty.” 

One thing must strike every mind as singular, 
which is, that, while the whites were in every 
case the assailants, even according, to the show¬ 
ing of prejudiced presses, no arrests are made, 
except of those who were acting on the defen- 
;; no reward is offered, save for one, who at- 
pted to defend his house and family against 
violence. The Mayor and Council of Dayton, 
certainly very just, as well as magnani¬ 
mous men. Why do they not cause the arrest 
of the white miscreants who commenced the 
lawless movements? 

The letter alluded to, states, that a majority of 
the leading men in the place, particularly in the 
churches, seem disposed to lay the blame on ab¬ 
olitionists! This is just what might have been 
anticipated. We know something of the char¬ 
acter of the church in Dayton. Heaven help it! 
Its skirls we fear are not clear in this matter.— 
A pro-slavery church is one of the best nurse¬ 
ries of mobocratic passions. 

Let not our Dayton friends fail in this hour of 
trial. Now is the time to test their principles. 
Let them not give back,—no, not for a moment. 
Every right they have hitherto exercised, let 
them contiuue to exercise with Christian bold- 
With firmness, discretion, and a single 
eye, they may now actso as to place their sacred 
enterprise beyond the reach of lawless violence. 

We know something of mobbing in Cincin¬ 
nati; and we are confident that, Itad we not stood 
our ground unflinchingly, never for a moment 
bandoning the exercise of a single one of o 
•ighls, there would not have been a free press 

Cincinnati to this day. We repeat, be firm; 
surrender not one jot or tittle of your rights.— 
Just so soon as the present excitement shall 
have subsided, appoint a meeting, invite your 
lecturer, and then if necessary, demand the pro¬ 
tection of the Mayor. And this ought lo be 
done, if for nothing else, to establish in Day- 
ton on an impregnable basis the right of free dis 
cussion. The whole state demands this at your 
hands, For just so long as in any place in the 
of Ohio, men may not assemble without 
molestation, and speak freely on any subject 
they please, the state is dishonored, its conslilu- 
violated, and a corrupting example set of 
triumphant disloyalty lo the laws. 

gCT’Since the above was written, we have 
learned, that the man who killed Me Cleary, 
has beeu arrested, and together with two or three 
other colored men, committed to prison to await 
his trial. The letter containing this informa¬ 
tion, also furnishes the following particulars. 

“The truth in regard to the stabbing o the 
hite man is simply this. A woman of ill 
fame, almost white, came a short time ago to 
Dayton, and was living in a colored family in 
the S. E. part of the town. After the mobiles 
had done throwing stones at Dr. Jewett’s house, 
number of them, l know not how many, went 
this woman, with no other motives, than 
usually actuate such characters in paying sucli 
visits. The church of the colored people in 
that vicinity, during the Sunday night previous, 
white the congregation was worshipping, had 
been entered by a mob; the people driven out, 
and the candles extinguished. It is very rea¬ 
sonable to suppose, that the colored people of 
the neighborhood would of course after that be 
prepared to act on tlte defensive. Under such 
circumstances the visit was made. I suppose 
they entered the house without trouble; but soon 
difficulty ensued, and I understand, the first

given by one of the whites. Chairs 
were seized, and several blows dealt; but an 
athletic black man, named Price, the only armed 
person in either party, killed one man with his 
dirk, and wounded two more. The third 
might have been wounded in some other way.”
